( New retirement rules have been issued 
by the Pentagon to bring more Service- 
men and women under Social Security 
coverage offered by the new Survivor 
Benefits Act. 

A Defense Department policy direc- 
tive has been sent out to the Services 
authorizing personnel to extend the 
date of their retirement after 1 Aug 
1956 to 31 Jan 1957. 

The extensions—which must be re- 
quested by the individual—will qualify 
such personnel for the Social Security 
provisions of the new Act. 

In addition, some 640 military men 
and women who would otherwise be in- 
voluntarily retired during the period 1 


given the opportunity of electing to con- 
tinue on active duty until 31 January

Under present law, those who retire

Pentagon Eases Retirement Rules 


To Boost Social Security Coverage

Here is the complete text of the re- | 


tirement directive which was sent to the 
Secretaries of the Army, Navy and Air 
Force by Assistant Secretary of Defense 
Carter L. Burgess: 


24 August 1956 
Memorandum for the Secretary of the 
Army, the Secretary of the Navy, the 
Secretary of the Air Force 
Subject: Protection of Social Security 
Rights of those Scheduled for Retire- 
ment between 1 Aug 1956 and 31 Jan 
1957 


Under the provisions of Public Law 
881, 84th Congress, contributory Social 
Security takes effect for Armed Forces 
personnel beginning 1 Jan 1957. Mem- 
bers of the Armed Forces who contri- 
bute to Social Security for one or more 
months after 1 Jan 1957 will be entitled 
to the $160 monthly wage credit granted 
while in the Service. 

A specific problem exists with respect 
to those individuals scheduled to retire 
between 1 Aug 1956 (the date of enact- 
ment of P.L. 881) and 1 January 1957 
(the effective date of the Act). With 
certain exceptions, anyone retiring dur- 
ing this period would be denied entitle- 
ment to Social Security resulting exclu- 
sively from the $160 wage credits ac- 
crued to date under existing law. 

It has been determined that the per- 
sonnel affected fall into three general 
groups as follows: 

1. Those planning to retire volun- 
tarily during this period. 

2. Those scheduled for retirement 
by Secretarial action under admin- 
istrative policies. 

3. Those whose retirement is re- 
quired by statute. 

With respect to group one, it is under- 
stood that the Services have notified, or 
are notifying, all individuals planning 
voluntary retirement of the rights and 
possible advantages that may accrue un- 
der Public Law 881. It is the policy of 
the Department of Defense that these 
individuals be permitted to extend the 
date of their retirement to 31 Jan 1957 
if they so request. 

It has been determined by the Services 
that there is a total of 640 individuals in 
groups two and three as outlined above. 
A breakdown by Service and category 
is as follows:

In order that individuals in groups 
two and three may have equa: oppor- 
tunity to avail themselves of the Social 
Security coverage authorized by Public 
Law 881, the following Department of 
Defense policies are established: 

1. The individuals of the Army in 
group two shall be continued on active 
duty without retirement through 31 Jan 
1957 if they so request. 





2. Any officer of the Navy in group 
two who will receive an automatic pro- 
motion upon retirement for certain com- 
bat citations shall, if he requests, be con- 
tinued on active duty without retirement 
through 31 Jan 1957. 

3. All other individuals in groups two 
and three who desire to remain on active | 
duty will be retired on the date normally | 
prescribed for their retirement, but 
necessary steps will be taken for their 
continuance on active duty through 31 
Jan 1957. 

It is imperative that all persons in- 
volved receive the same treatment. Ac- 
cordingly, the following guidelines are 
established for implementation of this 
policy: 

1. Each Service will insure personnel 
are employed in useful and effective mil- 
itary assignments and are qualified 
therefor. 

2. No officer or enlisted man retired 
prior to 1 Aug 1956 shall be affected by 
the provisions of this memorandum. 

3. The number of individuals to be re- 
tained on active duty in groups two and 
three shall not exceed the numbers set | 
forth in the table above without the 
prior approval of the Secretary of De- 
fense. 

4. Officer and enlisted intake into the 
Services shall be adjusted to the maxi- 
mum extent feasible to compensate for 
any additional costs of personnel re- 
tained under this memorandum. 

5. Copies of implementing instructions 
issued to carry out the provisions of this 
memorandum will be furnished this 
office. 

This action is being taken to preserve 
the entitlements of those individuals 
who have served long and faithfully. 

Failure to take the action prescribed 
herein with respect to those whose in- 
voluntary retirement happens to fall 
after 1 Aug would result in discrimina- 
tion against those career servicemen. 
Moreover, in the event of their death in 
the future, it would also deprive their 
widows and children of the benefits pro- 
vided in this humane legislation signed 
by the President.

Competition. An invitation has been ex- 
tended to the RAF to participate in the 
annual SAC event next year. 


Another RAF visitor was Sir John 
Slessor, Marshal, RAF-Ret., noted author 
and air strategy authority, who visited 
the Competition on 28 August. Sir John 
was given the complete Competition 
briefing and later stated “I have no doubt 
as to the value of the Strategic Air Com- 
mand as a deterrent to World War III. 
In fact, I have made many statements to 
that effect. I think it is the greatest 
deterrent visible in the world today.” 
The Air Marshal, who was in the United 
States on a speaking engagement, left 
for Great Britain on 29 August.

An Army selection board has picked 
approximately 60 lieutenant colonels for 
advancement to full colonel’s rank under 
the recently adopted program designed ti 
move “truly exceptional officers” up the 
promotion ladder ahead of their con 
temporaries.

These junior officers can expect to do 
eagles before the lieutenant colonels 
still on the recommended list for pro 
motion to colonel (their names are listed 
in Circular 624-27, dated, 17 July). There 
are about 380 on the list who have nearly 
12 years in grade. 

The new promotion program for jun 
ior officers, the Army explains, is in con} 
sonance with current business and in 
dustry promotion practices which proj 
vide a swift boost to the top for mer 
who have proven themselves exception 
ally well-qualified to undertake greater 
responsibilities.

week and was due to arrive back in the 
States on 4 Sept. with additional data to 
add to the pay study. 

In connection with the 28 Sept., meet- 
ing, the Pentagon said this week that 
the Cordiner group “has now narrowed 
its field of study to manpower actions 
which appear to be of most immediate 
importance.” Concentrated work on these 
priority items, ending just before the full 
Committee gets together at the end of 
the month, is “expected to produce rea- 
sonably firm conclusions as to the identi- 
fication of the most critically needed 
personnel actions and whether the cor- 
rective measures must be administrative 
or legislative in nature,” the Defense De- 
partment said. 

Pentagon sources said steps in both 
directions probably will be recommended. 

Some of the possibilities which the 
Committee is exploring include: 


e Return to technician ratings and 
higher pay for personnel with top skills. 


e A more flexible reenlistment bonus, 
providing top payments to men whom 
the Services desire most to retain. 


e Increased longevity pay, taking into 
account all ROTC and Academy service. 

Numerous other problems connected 
with the retention of skilled career mem- 
bers of the Armed Forces also are being 
studied by the Committee. Field trips 
have been under way for the past several 
weeks and the Committee has obtained 
first-hand recommendations from officers 
and enlisted members concerning steps 
that could be taken to improve military 
pay scales.

The Navy has let a contract for a sur- 
vey of the entire West Coast in order to 
determine the “feasibility and advisabil- 
ity of establishing, continuing, or relo- 
cating” the Naval Magazine at Port Chi- 
cago, Calif.

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Navy Spacemen Top 
40,000-F t. In Balloon 


Two pioneer spacemen, LCdr. Malcolm 
D. Ross, USNR, and LCdr. Morton L. 
Lewis, USN, have successfully completed 
a high-altitude meteorological experi- 
ment while aboard a “Skyhook” plastic 
balloon. 

The initial manned flight in the Office 
of Naval Research “Stratolab” program 
attained an tatitude of 40,000 feet. The 
research invelved short-range photogra- 
phy of vapor trails produced by jet 
planes. The balloon was launched from 
the University of Minnesota airport, 
New Brighton, Minn., at 10:18 A. M., on 
10 Aug. It rose at a rate of about 400 
feet until it reached ceiling. After two 
hours of ceiling it came to earth eight 
miles south of Stephen’s Point, Wisc., 
approximately 170 miles away from the 
launching site. 

The Navy observers rose in an open 
fibreglass gondola suspended below a 
plastic balloon built and launched by 
General Mills, Inc., Minneapolis, Minn. 
For the flight the Bureau of Aeronautics 
provided oxygen equipment and the 
Clothing Supply Office, Brooklyn, N. Y., 
provided special cold-weather clothing 
to protect the balloonists from the ex- 
treme temperatures about 75 degrees be- 
low zero. 

Ultimately, ONR plans to send space 
laboratories as high as 100,000 feet. For 
these fllights, observers will be encased 
in a special pressurized spherical alumi- 
num gondola. 

The “Stratolab” system will enable 
scientists to make physical measure- 
ments of the atmosphere, to conduct as- 
tronomical observations not possible by 
ground observers due to the atmospheric 
“blanket” enveloping the earth, and to 
provide a laboratory for obtaining basic 
data in aeromedicine, upper atmosphere 
physics and astronomy. 

A Navy Medical Research Institute 
team, headed by Capt. N. L. Barr, MC, 
USN, monitored a radio-version of elec- 
tro-cardiographs emitted by the two offi- 
cers in the balloon. In addition, their 
heart reactions and respiratory condi- 
tions were under constant surveillance. 

Commander Ross is a meteorologist 
with the Air Branch of ONR and project 
officer for the Stratolab program. 

Commander Lewis is the transosonde 
project officer for BuAer. Both are from 
the Washington, D. C. area.

Bearing on Pay. This week’s news carries a 
number of items which we hope will be brought 
to the attention of the Cordiner Committee now 
engaged in studying the field of Service pay and 
its bearing on retaining skilled personnel in the 
Armed Forces. We note particularly: 

1) July cost-of-living statistics showed an in- 
crease for the fifth consecutive month. Figure is 
now at an all-time high. 

2) Senator Olin Johnston (D-SC) told the Na- 
tional Association of Letter Carriers that the next 
Congress must consider an “appropriate pay ad- 
justment” for Federal employees. 

3) As the American Federation of Government 
Employees opened its convention in Washington, 
President James A. Campbell declared that the 
fact that Federal employees had a pay raise last 
year will not deter them from seeking a new in- 
crease next year. 

4) Official estimates now place the forthcoming 
Federal budget surplus at $707,000,000 in the cur- 
rent bookkeeping year—the second in which the 
budget has shown a surplus. 

Meanwhile, of course, salaries in business and 
industry, which operate to draw people from the 
Services, are going up. Much of labor—it is esti- 
mated 1,250,000 workers—get automatic wage in- 
creases under union contracts tied in with the 
cost-of-living index, while of course incomes from 
investments continue to rise. 

All of these factors, unfortunately, operate to 
aggravate the Services’ problem of retaining ca- 
reer personnel. Early action will be essential. 


Secretaries and the Press. Few Americans 
can find fault with Defense Secretary Charles E. 
Wilson regarding his enlightened personal atti- 
tude towards meeting with newsmen and answer- 
ing their questions. Since taking office in January 
1953, Mr. Wilson has held numerous news confer- 
ences—formal ones with scores of reporters and 
elaborate television apparatus at the Pentagon 
and informal ones, such as at Quantico, Va., 
when he twice submitted himself to questioning 
in the shade of a tree during the annual Secre- 
taries Conference. Mr. Wilson consistently has 
answered questions on the defense effort with 
forthrightness. He has rarely used an evasive “no 
comment”’ answer or asked that his views be put 
on a nonattributable basis. In short, the Defense 
Secretary has been willing to meet with the press, 
to state his views and to assume responsibility 
for them. 

This has not been the case, however, for lesser 
officials at the Pentagon. The Service Secretaries 
and the Joint Chiefs of Staff have not held news 
conferences. They have not permitted newsmen 
to question them on current progress, policies, 
and problems of a particular Service. One conse- 
quence has been that the public has not been 
kept completely informed about the activities of 
the various Services. Another consequence has 
been that some so-called “eager beavers,’’ feeling 
that the viewpoints of their Services are not 
getting proper public notice, have resorted to the 
use of “leaks” in order to remedy the deficiency. 

It is our hope that the recent inter-Service dif- 
ficulties will point up to Mr. Wilson and his as- 
sociates the desirability of ending the news con- 
ference blackout on the Service Secretaries and 
the military Chiefs. It would be best if these 
officials were authorized to meet with newsmen 
in conferences separate from those held by Mr. 
Wilson. But if this is denied, then the least that 
the Defense Secretary should do is to resume his 
one-time practice of bringing such officials to 
participate in his own press conferences. 

The result will be more information for the 
public and less “leaks” at the Pentagon. 
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Atomic Tests. U. S. revelation both of the fact 
that Russia had tested another nuclear weapon 
and of the location of her test site in southwest 
Siberia, north of India, Afghanistan, and Pakis- 
tan, and west of China, should have a powerful 
effect in offsetting Communist propaganda 
against us. 

In this connection the statement issued by 
Chairman Lewis Strauss of the Atomic Energy 
Commission, was particularly well drawn. While 
the USSR has been holding up to world scorn our 
insistence upon atomic tests she herself has been 
holding them secretly. Each of our tests is well 
publicized in advance and reported up to the limits 


of security afterwards. But as Admiral Straus; 
pointed out, the United States has had to revea] 
to the world the setting off of Soviet explosions 
on at least 13 different occasions since 1949. In 
the same period the Communist leaders have re 
leased only three brief announcements, two of 
which were issued after we had publicly re. 
ported them. 


“The Soviet Union,”’ Admiral Strauss said, “has® 


never given the world any assurances with respect 
to the way in which it conducts nuclear weapons 
tests and has never made an advance announce. 
ment of any of its detonations.” 

Thus, while we always announce our tests, Rus- 
sia never does. This clear revelation of facts must 
be meaningful both to the Russian people them- 
selves and to the peoples of the world whom Rus. 
sian propaganda has been attempting to mislead.

Medical Education 


Editor, THE JOURNAL: 


I was interested in a letter to THE 
JOURNAL written by an officer sug- 
gesting the possibility of the Servi- 
ces setting up a Medical School as a 
means of solving the shortage in 
medical personnel. In the same mail 
I received a letter from my Medical 
School requesting some financial 
help in keeping the school going. 

It would be interesting for some 
member of your editorial staff to 
really go into this problem and pre- 
sent the full picture of medical ed- 
ucation. This report was from my 
Medical Alumni Association. It 
states: “That the cost of medical ed- 
ucation here is $3,050 per year for 
each of its 338 students. .. . That 
the $775 the student pays of tuition 
is less than 25% of the cost. ... That 
the remaining $2,300 is obtained en- 
tirely from private sources.” , 

In our state in an effort to help 
in this problem, our yearly dues 
have been increased $10, the total 
sum collected to be split between 
the three medical schools in opera- 


tion in this State. 


Going back to the original probf 


lem, besides the cost of medical edu- 
cation, Congress would have to vote 
several millions for the building, ad- 
ditional sum for equipment and dor- 
mitories and quarters for the mar- 
ried students, and lastly the salaries 
of the faculty. Now the most logical 
place for such a medical school 
would be Washington, D. C., so as to 
avail itself of the teaching facilities 
of the A.F.LP. and the clinical clerk- 
ship of Walter Reed Hospital. As 
this is a metropolitan area, per diem 
would be necessary for the students 
and faculty. Out of the 100 students 
per year admitted, we can expect 


about 30% to drop out for one reasonf 


or other before graduating, ending 
up with about 70 men or women 
with M.D. degrees. 

Before these doctors are ready to 
practice they will have to have 4 


year of general internship. Thesef 


men will then be ready for duty in 
a dispensary or aid station. How- 
ever, it is obvious that specialized 
work can not be turned over to this 
group, so some of them will have to 
be sent to a hospital for further 
training lasting from 3-5 years, de 
pending on the specialty. 

It would be interesting to know 
just how much money would be final 
ly laid out by the Government to 
obtain one Chief-of-Service in any 
named army hospital. 

If all of the facts were known, ! 
think it would be obvious to both 
Service people as well as Congres 
men, that it is cheaper to continue 
to draft doctors after the expensé 
has been defrayed by other means

Army Helicopter Sets 
Closed-Circuit Mark 


Two Army Aviators, Lt. Col. Harry L. 
Bush, USA, and Maj. William C. Dycin- 
ger, USA, flying a Vertol H-21C helicop- 
ter, have set a new world copter record 
for “distance in a closed circuit without 
pay load.” 

The new mark of 1199.07 miles, set on 
11 August, eclipses the old distance rec- 
ord of 778.3 miles set by a French SE 3- 
120 on 2 July 1953. At the same time, the 
record-breaking flight almost doubles 
the previous United States record of 
621.3 miles which was established by an 
Air Force Sikorsky R-5A on 14 Nov 1946. 


Colonel Bush and Major Dycinger, 
both assigned to CONAD’s Army Avia- 
tion Test Board, Fort Rucker, Ala., took 
off from Trenton-Robinsville Airport, 
Hightstown, N. J., and flew the pre- 
scribed 85.6 mile circuit between Hights- 
town and Haddonfield, N. J., 14 times 
before setting down. The copter was 
equipped with three extra 300 gallon fuel 
tanks installed in the cargo compart- 
ment. Starting with 1016 gallons of fuel, 
the record-setting H-21C landed with a 
reserve of about 50 gallons. 

The record is subject to confirmation 
and acceptance by the Federation Aero- 
nautique Internationale of Paris, France, 
the world-wide governing body for sport- 
ing aviation.

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Army Copter Makes First Nonstop 


Transcontinental Hop; Refuels in Flight

HE first nonstop transcontinental 
flight has been completed by an Army 
helicopter. 

The H-21 began the flight at San Diego, 
Calif., at 5:01 A. M. (PST) on 24 Aug. and 
set down at the Pentagon heliport, 
Washington, D. C., the next day at 4:45 
P, M. (EDT). 

The feat was made possible by a series 
of in-flight refuelings at various points 
along the 2,610-mile route. During its 
transcontinental hop the Vertol H-21 
was refuelled in flight near Wink, Texas; 
between Big Spring and Abilene, Texas; 
at Maxwell AFB, Ala.; and at Fort Ben- 
ning, Ga. A U-1A (DeHavilland Otter) 
fixed-wing plane was used to refuel the 
light cargo copter in the air. 

In addition, the record-setting H-21 
was twice refuelled from ground stations 
as it hovered above the ground. These 
links were made at El Paso, Tex, and 
Shreveport, La. 

Army aviation officers said that the 32- 
hour flight proves the practicability of 
ferrying helicopters as far as 3,000 miles 
to bolster the striking power and mobil- 
ity of ground forces. 

At the same time, the Army laid claim

to another first. 
aerial refueling of a helicopter,” says the 
Army, “took place on 14 Aug. at Fort 
Rucker, Ala.” 

The West to East Coast flight was led 


by first pilot Capt. James E. Bowman, 
USA. Other crew members were: Maj. 
Hugh Gaddis, USA; WO Joseph E. Giv- 
ens, USA; Sp/2c Robert M. Price, USA; 
and PFC Carl D. Herrington, USA. 

The crew of the refueling aircraft 
which accompanied the H-21 was com- 
prised of Capt. Leonard F. Seitz, USA; 
Capt. James H. Stebbins, USA; S/1c Jo- 
seph Lancar, USA; and Sp/3c Charles H. 
Glass, USA. 

During the in-flight refuelings, the 
tanker A-1A reeled out about 200 feet of 
aviation fuel hose which was linked to 
the copter as it flew slightly behind and 
slightly to one side. The trailing hose 
was supported by a small parachute. 

Under normal conditions, an H-21 heli- 
copter has a range of about 300 miles. 
Use of the new in-flight refueling sys- 
tem, the Army points out, extends the 
range of the craft nearly nine times. 

The In-Flight Refueling Corp., Balti- 
more, Md., supplied the test equipment.

Force. 


ARMY AVIATION BEAT the air-minded Marine Corps to 





the punch with announcement that the first 
aerial refueling of a copter was made on 14 
Aug. at Ft. Rucker, Ala. (See story on page 
11). Marine Aviators, no doubt, will be a 
little piqued at losing the chance to establish 
another "first" for the Corps. Earlier this 
year, before an assembly of Buder and industry 
officials, pilots of Experimental Squadron One, 
Quantico, Va., showed that in-flight fuel 
transfers are possible. At that time, two Si- 
korsky HRS-3's were used. One copter, acting 
as a tanker and equipped with a hand-made 
probe-drogue system, linked with the second. 
The loaded tanker, however was unable to trans- 
fer the aviation gas because of a mechanical 
failure in the hose system. Undaunted, the 
Marine pilots ran the copters through a simu- 
lated exercise. THE UP-SHOT of the demonstra- 
tion was that BuAer contracted with industry 
for development of the Marine Corps idea. 





DESPITE AN ENLISTED SHORTAGE of about 15,000 men, 





the Army is continuing its program of screening 
EM who wish to reenlist to determine that they 
will be "distinct assets to the Service.” Men 
who "cannot clearly contribute to the mission 
of the Army" are being denied the privilege of 
reenlisting. As of 30 June the Army was au- 
thorized an enlisted strength of 920,000; it 
had a strength of about 905,000. An indication 
of the Army's determination to maintain high 
standards is pointed up by the fact that during 
Fiscal Year 1955, 19 per cent of all men who 
made a bid for retention were rejected as 
ineligible. 


STAR AND STRIPES EDITORS in Europe concede that 





they can’t be absolutely certain their record 
of impartiality in the 1956 elections will be 
able to exceed that of 1952. During the last 
general elections, S&S editions from the end 
of the conventions through Election Day showed 
an incredible difference of only 2 inches in 
the play given to one party as compared to the 
other. WHICH PARTY received the extra two 
inches, the editors would not say. 





A SERVICE-WISE public information executive has been 








named press representative for Democratic Presi- 
dential candidate Adlai Stevenson. He is 
Clayton Fritchey, former Director of the Defense 
Department Office of Public Information. 
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WINNER OF THE ARMY CONTEST to name the new green 





uniform will be announced the week of 17 Sept. 
Originally it was planned to name the winner 
this week-end, but with 1700 entries the Army 
has postponed the award for two weeks. The 
winner of the contest will receive a cash prize 
of $300. The new uniform becomes optional wear 
in October. 


THERE'S A POSSIBILITY the Marine Corps soon may 





have to go to the draft to meet its manpower 
needs. Defense Secretary Wilson approved a 
force of 205,000 for the corps by the end of 
June, this year, but only 200,740 were on board 
as of that date. The Pentagon leader told the 
Symington Airpower Subcommittee the lower 
figure resulted because the Marines didn't 
want to go “back to the draft," and was not 
due to a lack of funds. Senator Symington 
asked "What figure are you going to let the 
Marines go down to, before you decide it would 
be better to draft men, as in the Army and 
other parts of the Navy?" Mr. Wilson replied 
that the Marines "are close to it now." 


"DATE WITH AN ANGEL" is the title of a neat maneu- 


ver dreamed up by the Oklahoma City Junior 
Chamber of Commerce. The date will be with one 
of the Navy's "Blue Angels” appearing there in 
their precision flying performance for the 
National Aircraft Show. The lucky girl will 
be picked by the Jaycees from among nominees 
put up by aviation firms in the Oklahoma City 
area.

This year at 
least 10 more schools will be used, with added 
enrollment in the 64 now in use. New post of 
academic superintendent of USAFE dependent 
school: has been filled by Dr. Joseph A. 
Mason, former superintendent of schools for 
the Skokie district near Chicago. 


NAVY'S SECOND ATOMIC SUBMARINE, the Seawolf, prob- 


ably will be ready for her first trial runs 
soon. Her hull was launched in July, 1955, at 
Electric Boat Division of General Dynamics. 
Seawolf, reported to have a number of im- 
provements over the Nautilus, is now under- 
going dockside tests at Groton, Conn. (A third 
nuclear sub, a radar picket job, is due to be 
completed in about two years. She's supposed 
to be twice as long as the first two which 


are 300 feet each.)

FT. BUCKNER, OKINAWA—Ryu- 
kyuan-American friendship flourished 
at Ishikawa as nearly 600 Americans 
joined several thousand Okinawans 
to observe a festival of O-Bon Oiori 
and other traditional Ryukyuan 
dances. 

Participants came from many vil- 
lages in the central area of Okinawa 
to perform their colorful dance ritu- 
als under sponsorship of the Ishikawa 
City Council, the local Ryukyuan- 
American Cultural Center and the 
Ishikawa Chamber of Commerce. 
Mayor Shirai Ishihara of Ishikawa 
extended an invitation through Lt. 
Gen. James E. Moore, USA, command- 
ing general, RyCom and IX Corps, 
and Deputy Governor of the Ryukyu 
Islands, to all U. S. Forces personnel 
on Okinawa to attend the festival 
and enjoy the dances. 

This was the first time most of the 
American spectators had ever had the 
opportunity to observe the O-Ben fes- 
tivities which are held in every vil- 
lage on the island each year for the 
well-being of the spirits of the dead.

The actual observation of the “Feast 
of Lanterns,” as the Buddhist relig- 
ious celebration is officially known, 
took place in most villages with visits 
to ancestral tombs, songs, dances and 
feasting. 

According to the thousand-year old 
tradition, the spirtits of deceased an- 
cestors return to visit the homes of 
their living descendants during O-Bon 
and are feted with food, drink, song 
and dance. 

Before the dance festival opened a 
young woman of Ishikawa presented 
a bouquet of native Okinawan flowers 
to General and Mrs. Moore.

U. S. Civil Administrator of the Ryu- 
kyus Brig. Gen. Vonna F. Burger and 
Mrs. Burger and U. S. Consul General 
John M. Steeves and Mrs. Steeves.

A new rapid-firing 20-millimeter gun, | 
specifically designed for use in super- | 
sonic planes, was unveiled by the Army 
and the Air Force on 28 Aug. at the Ab- 
erdeen Proving Ground, Md. 

Named “Vulcan” after the ancient | 
Roman God of fire, the cannon “bor- 
rowed” two design features of the origi- 
nal Gatling gun, patented in 1862. Like 
the Gatling gun, “Vulcan” has a rotating | 
multi-barreled cluster and is externally 
driven. Unlike the Gatling gun, however, | 
which was operated by a hand crank, the 
new 20 mm gun derives its external | 
power either from electricity or hydraulic 
fluid. 

Development of the rapid-fire gun was | 
prompted by the tremendous increase in | 
speeds projectiles tend “to pile up,” often 


Navy Lets Contract 
For Three Ammo. Ships 


The Navy has awarded a $40,477,000 
fixed-price contract to the Bethlehem- 
Sparrows Point Shipyard, Ince., Balti- 


more, Md., for construction of three am- 
munition ships. 

The ships will bear hull numbers 
AE-23, 24 and 25 and will be similar in 
design to the Suribachi (AE-21), the first 
in a new line of ammo ships. The Suri- 
bachi, built by the same company, was 
launched on 2 Nov. 1955. 

The major change in this class of 
ammo ship will be improved machinery 
for conducting rapid replenishment-at- 
sea operations of ammunition and explo- 
sives. Like the AE-21, the new ships will 
have elevators in the stowage holds for 
handling ammo and will be able to serv- 
ice ships from port and starboard sides 
simultaneously. 

Living and working areas will be air- 
conditioned. Redesigned crew quarters 
and the most recent habitability im- 
provements will be built into the ships. 

Each will be 512 feet long, have 72-foot 
beams, and have cargo capacities of 
7,500 tons. They will be driven by a sin- 
gle steam-turbine propeller and carry 





crews of about 20 officers and 330 en- 
listed men.

The high-velocity gun was developed 
by General Electric’s Aeronautic and 
Ordnance Department under sponsor- 
ship of U. S. Army Ordnance and with 
technical supervision provided by the 
Springfield, Mass., Armory. 


It has been test fired at the General 
Electric outdoor range in Burlington, Vt., 
and the Air Force’s Armament Testing 
Center at Eglin AFB, Fla., as well as at 
various Army Ordnance facilities. 


The Air Force is now testing the auto- 
matic cannon in some of its jets. 


Data On Petrel 


Additional information on the Petrel, 
an air-to-surface missile produced by the 
Guided Missiles Division of Fairchild 
Engine & Airplane Corp., has been re- 
leased by the Navy. 

The Petrel consists essentially of an 
airframe with guidance, stabilization and 
propulsion units, and a torpedo-type pay- 
load. The missile is approximately 24 
feet long, has a wing span of 13 feet and 
weighs (gross) 3800 pounds. The heart 
of the Petrel is a Fairchild designed 
“electronic brain,” described by the Navy 
as sophisticated, which thinks for itself 
and guides the missile to its target at 
high speed and with “devastating 
effects.” 

The new missile is launched from a 
Navy P-2V-6B aircraft, manufactured by 
Lockheed Aircraft, equipped with two 
wing pylons with missile launchers. De- 
signed primarily for use against enemy 
ships at sea, a number of Navy P-2V-6Bs 
has already been equipped with the 
Petrel.

AMEF’s Turbo Div. Dedicates New R & D 


Center For Missile Accessory Power 


A new 66,000 square foot advanced re- 
search and development center, one of 
the most modern in the United States 
for the development of accessory power 
supplies for guided missiles, has been 
dedicated at Pomona, Calif., by the 
American Machine & Foundry Co.’s Tur- 
bo Division. 

The AMF Turbo Division was the first 
to develop the small accessory power 
supplies which have been used in several 
missiles including the Douglas “Nike” 
and “Sparrow” and the Convair “Ter- 
rier,” as well as in several “Drones.” 
The Turbo Division is now working on 
an Air Force contract to develop and 
manufacture accessory power supplies 
for the intercontinental ballistic missile 
“Atlas.” 

THE NEW RESEARCH and develop- 
ment center houses the administration, 
engineering and drafting offices, research 
and test laboratories, technical library 
and photographic facilities. The test 
areas are specially designed; each of the 
test cells consists of one or two test bays 
plus an adjacent blockhouse containing 
a central instrument console. Multiple, 
high-response recorder channels plug-in 
to the consoles from sensing devices 
mounted on each power supply. 

A significant departure from normal 
test-cell procedure is used in testing the 
accessory power supplies. The unit to be 
tested, its fuel, and the sensing instru- 
ments are mounted on a mobile test cart. 
The latter is wheeled into the test bay, 
sensing instruments quickly plugged 
into the test console and the test is un- 
der way. The unit remains on the cart 
throughout the test, thereby cutting 
down installation and removal time, and

Production of Air Force jet tankers is 
being stepped up under a new program 
announced this week by the Air Force. 

AF Secretary Donald A. Quarles said 
the new production rate for KC-135’s has 
been approved by the Secretary of De- 
fense. Funds for the planes will come 
out of the $900 million which was added 
to the Defense budget by the Congress. 

The action means, the Air Force said, 
that “a rate of 20 tankers per month will 
be reached substantially earlier than 
previously planned.” 

Also, the accelerated program “will 
give the USAF’s main retaliatory force 
longer range and more flexibility in em- 
ployment.” 

The tankers, which are being built by 
the Boeing Airplane Co., will cost about 
$4 million each. Peak production is ex- 
pected sometime in 1959.

New Rule On Claims’ 
Rights Of Servicemen 


Servicemen who made $2,500 settle- 
ments for personal property losses re- 
sulting from military service have an op- 
portunity to resubmit their claims. 

Public Law 439, 82d Congress, fixed the 
$2,500 maximum on all claims settle- 
ments. Public Law 571, however, passed 
by the 84th Congress raised the amount 
to $6,500. 

Claims settled for $2,500 because of the 
limitation imposed by PL 439 can be re- 
considered and settled in accordance 
with the new Act. Claims submitted for 
an amount in excess of $2,500 which were 
approved for payment in an amount less 
than $2,500 are not included in the new 
Act. 

Active duty servicemen may submit re- 
quests through the chain of command.

Apply Early For War 
Orphans Schooling—VA 


Young men and women who will at- 
tend school this Fall under the War Or- 
phans Education Law should file their 
applications with the Veterans Admini- 
stration as soon as possible to insure 
their getting promptly their first month 
allowance check. 

Persons eligible for this training are 
young people whose veteran-parent died 
of injuries or diseases resulting from 
combat action in WWI, WWII, or the 
Korean War. Students generally must 
be between 18 and 23. It takes about 
three months from the date of applica- 
tion to the date the initial allowance 
check is received. For instance, an appli- 
cation made now would not result in an 
allowance check until mid-November.

Tactical Transport Co. 


The 3d Army Aviation Fixed Wing 
Tactical Transport Company has been or- 
dered activated at Fort Riley’s Marshall 
Field. The unit is the third of its type, all 
of which have been activiated at Fort 
Riley. The new 3d like the others will be 
equipped with the DeHavilland U-1A

“Pinecone” Ends, “Cold Spot” Underway; 
Stress Airborne And Mountain Training 


Summer maneuvers saw the end of a gi- 
gantic joint airborne exercise this week 
and the beginning of intensive Army 
mountain training. 

At Ft, Bragg, N. C., EXERCISE PINE- 
CONE was concluded. Maj. Gen. Paul D. 
Adams, USA, CG of Bragg and the XVIII 
Airborne Corps, said the joint Army-AF 
maneuver was “extremely successful.” 

More than 8,000 troops were either air- 
dropped or airlanded in a test of dispersal 
techniques under atomic-age conditions. 
Artillery and vehicles were airlifted by 
C-123 assault aircraft and additional 
heavy weapons, including the Army’s 8” 
howitzer were flown in by C-124’s. 

Commenting on the movement of 8,260 
soldiers with slightly more than 200 air- 
craft, General Adams said “It is entirely 
feasible with sufficient aircraft to move 
an entire corps of more than 70,000 men.” 

The 18th Air Force, headed by Maj. 
Gen. Chester E. McCarty, and a special 
Combat Airlift Division under Brig. Gen. 
Clayton Stiles provided aircraft for EX- 
ERCISE PINECONE. Five AF Reserve 
wings and three ANG Squadrons also 
took part in the exercise. 

Gen. Willard G. Wyman, USA, Chief of 
the Continental Army Command, and Lt. 
Gen. Thomas F. Hickey, USA, Third Army 
Commander, were among the high-rank-

is the plotting center for an expan- 

sive recreation area that will serve 

close to 300,000 U. S. military men and 

their families during the next 12 
months. 

From this desk, damaged by SS 
Troops blowing up a safe in Hitler’s 
office on the last day of the war, Lt. 
Col. K. S. Vandergrift, TC, USA, com- 
mands the Berchtesgaden Sub Area 
Command. 

His 906 square miles of mountain- 
ous responsibility includes 11 hotels 
and lodges—one of them 400 years 
old. These facilities have a normal 
capacity of 1145 beds, but can be ex- 
panded to accommodate 1345 with use 
of cots and cribs. 

“Just the other day,” Colonel Van- 
dergrift relates, “we almost went 
through the walls. There were 1344 
guests registered. We had room for 
one more crib—that’s all.” 

THREE TIMES DURING AUGUST, 
guest registrations at the Berchtes- 
gaden Sub Area, which is under Maj. 
Gen. Numa A. Watson’s Southern area 
Command, reached record heights. 

Colonel Vandergrift says that Berch- 
tesgaden rapidly is gaining Service- 
wide recognition as “The Convention 
Site for Europe.” Already, he has ac- 
cepted registrations for meetings, 
conferences and religious retreats 
through February 1958. 

Long before that time, in fact by 
next year, the facilities here will in- 
clude a $300,000 indoor heated swim- 
ming pool, a $40,000 recreation park 
with six tennis courts directly above 
bunker barracks once used by SS 
Troops, and a $10,000 outdoor ice 
skating rink. 

Colonel Vandergrift and his asso- 
ciates, including Lt. Col. Howard P. 
Clarke, Arty, USA, Executive Officer, 
are looking forward to the likelihood 
of a “Little Wimbledon” here. The 
new tennis bowl will attract interna- 
tional competitions both amateur and 
professional, they predict. 

With a force of about 35 officers, 7 
warrant officers, 100 enlisted men, 63 
German Labor Service personnel and 
about 1000 German civilian employees, 
Colonel Vandergrift, with long expe- 
rience as a Transportation Corps and 
Public Information specialist, is kept 
on the move to assure that “everyone

here is treated as a VIP.” 


HE EMPHASIZES REPEATEDLY 
during an interview that “we special- 
ize in catering to family trade. If 
there is anything that we can do to 
make abbreviated recreational leaves 
more enjoyable for the thousands of 
enlisted men and officers and their 
wives and children, that will be done.” 

To achieve this objective, Recrea- 
tion Area hosts point with particular 
pride to two bustling nurseries, com- 
pletely equipped with miniature fur- 
niture and plumbing.

The 
nursery service costs parents 10 cents 
an hour. 

Touring the 3,000 foot high General 
Walker Hotel on the Oberzalsberger 
with a newsman, Colonel Vandergrift 
said the nursery, the splendid dining 
facilities, the easy availability of a 
nine-hole golf course and “the finest 
fishing waters in Europe,” help ac- 
count for the fact that three out of 
every five guests who check out make 
reservations for another visit while 
paying their bill. 

WHAT’S THE COST? The average 
Service guest stays three days. He 
spends $4.95 per day for everything, 
sightseeing trips and all tips included. 

The 906 square miles which come 
under Colonel Vandergrift’s command 
—and it is a self-contained unit, com- 
plete with hospital—extends from the 
Austrian Border to Lake Chiemsee, 
the largest inland body of water in 
Germany located on the autobahn be- 
tween Munich and Salzberg, with mo- 
tel as well as hotel accommodations. 

Colonel Vandergrift possibly is the 
biggest recreation impressario in the 
Army, as well as being one of the 
most active hosts in all the Armed 
Services. His year-round program in- 
cludes a complete night club circuit 
which plays the major hotels in the 
command, a monthly musical review 
and six full-time orchestras. 

Summing up the intriguing opera- 
tion in this spectacularly beautiful 
Bavarian area, Colonel Vandergrift 
says, “Our work is a success when 
commanders tell us that their enlisted 
people and officers return to their 
posts better able to get their job done 
as a result of a respite at Berchtes- 
gaden. We like it too,” he added, 
“when the wives tell us, as many do, 
that our specialized personnel and fa- 
cilities for children make a stay here 
a vacation for everybody—them too.”

The tactical phase of the operation will 
be held 17-21 Sept. Elements of the 26th 
Regiment, ist Infantry Division, already 
are at Hale undergoing rigorous training 
in preparation for the exercise. 

Army mules from Ft. Carson’s 35th

The United States has the means 
to defend itself against any air- 
craft expected to be sent against 
it, Dr. E. V. Murphree, Special As- 
sistant to the Secretary of Defense 
for Guided Missiles, said after 
touring White Sands Proving 
Ground, N. M., and Ft. Bliss, Tex., 
recently. 

“I think we have the missiles to 
bring down the planes we know 
today,” Dr. Murphree said. “But 
there is such a thing as saturation 
of defenses.” 

The Special Assistant to the 
Secretary of Defense spent most of 
the day at White Sands Proving 
Ground, where he witnessed the 
firings of the Army’s Nike 1, Nike 
B and Talos, a Navy missile, and 
was briefed on their operation. 
Later, he was briefed on the op- 
eration of the Antiaircraft Artil- 
lery and Guided Missile Center at 
Fort Bliss and on the training of 
Army missilemen there. 

Accompanying Dr. Murphree on 
his tour were: Lt. Gen. Stanley R. 
Mickelsen, USA, Commanding Gen- 
eral of the Army Antiaircraft Com- 
mand; Lt. Gen. James M. Gavin, 
USA, Chief of Research and De- 
velopment, Department of the 
Army; William H. Martin, Direc- 
tor of Research and Development, 
Department of the Army; R. E.
